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PREFACE 


Historically, the Department of Education has compiled public 
school enrollments twice during each school year -- once in the fall 
and again in the spring. At the state level, enrollment data serve 
not only to establish current status but also to establish trend 
lines that aid in projecting general population and attendant 
financial needs. 


Public school enrollments are sensitive to such diverse factors 
aS migration, family planning, economic conditions, climate, and 
the Selective Service. Because statewide summaries tend to mute 
the impact of some of these factors evident in county summaries, 
Department of Education publications have provided both. 


This publication combines the fall and spring enrollments in 
a calendar year sequence. Thus, the spring enrollments of the 
prior school year are presented in the first section, and the fall 
enrollments of the current school year are presented in the second 
section of the publication. Within each section the customary two- 
year comparisons are maintained -- spring with spring and fall 
with fall. Combining the two reports on a calendar year basis adds 
another dimension for comparison. 


Elementary and high school enrollments are as of the end of 
the first and the sixth school months.

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PART I 


ENROLLMENT IN CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
SPRING, 1970 


This abbreviated publication is a substitute for the extensive 
publication issued previously. The extensive tables presenting graded 
enrollments, special class enrollments, and double session enrollments 
by county, have been omitted in this publication, although these data 
are available as machine printouts in the Bureau of Administrative 
Research and District Organization. Persons interested in this detailed 
enrollment data are invited to review the printouts in the Bureau. 


This semiannual compilation of data on active enrollment in the 
public schools of California for spring, 1970, has been prepared from 
hepores of officials of the*school’ districts. 


In Table 1, totals are shown for the state, by sex, for each grade 
and special classification; in tables 2 and 3, a comparison is made with 
Simatar data forgspring, 1969: 


Enrollment in regular grades only, kindergarten through grade 
fourteen, as shown in Table 2, increased 60,297 (1.3 percent) over the 
enrollment reported a year earlier. Comparable figures for spring, 1969, 
showed an increase of 83,426 (1.8 percent) over those reported for the 
previous spring. 


Total enrollment in all regular grades and all special classes was 
5) 716,534,"an anerease of 132,410 (2.4 percent) over the total for spring, 
1969. This increase may be compared to that of 117,884 (2.2 percent) for 
spring, 1969, over the figures reported for spring, 1968. 


The increase in graded enrollment in kindergarten and elementary 
grades between spring, 1969, and spring, 1970, was 0.4 percent, as com- 
pared with an increase of 0.5 percent during the previous year. Enroll- 
ment in grades nine through twelve increased 1.5 percent as compared with 
3.2 percent for spring, 1969. In junior colleges there was an increase 
of 9.1 percent in graded enrollment in 1970, as compared with 11.1 per- 
cent the previous spring. 


Junior college enrollment is reported as full-time or part-time. 
Students enrolled in the programs yielding 12 or more credit hours are 
considered full-time students. 


Enrollment in grades seven, eight, and nine in junior high schools 
is reported separately from that in elementary schools and four-year 
high schools in order that the total enrollment in junior high schools 
may be readily computed. 


As of spring, 1970, there were 39,857 elementary school pupils and 
by o747 high school students (ancluding junior high school) or a total’ of 
45,251 pupils on double sessions. This is a decrease of 6,663 from the 
number of pupils reported for the previous spring.

ENROLLMENT IN CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
FALL, 1970 


(Community College Enrollments Not Included) 


In the fall of 1970, the California Community Colleges assumed 
responsibility for collecting and processing student enrollment data for 
the community college segment of higher education. Questions regarding 
such enrollments henceforth should be directed to that agency. 


This semiannual compilation of data on active enrollment in the 
public schools of California for fall, 1970, has been prepared from 
reports of officials of the elementary, high school, and unified school 
Gisthicts. 


In Table 4, totals are shown for the state, by sex, for each grade 
and special classification; in tables 5 and 6, a comparison is made with 
Similar data for fall, 1969. 


Enrollment in regular grades only, kindergarten through grade twelve, 
as shown in Table 5, increased 16,401 (.4 percent) over the enrollment 
reported a year earlier. Comparable figures for fall, 1970, showed an 
increase of 28,889 (.7 percent) over those reported for the previous fall. 


Total enrollment in all regular grades and all special classes was 
5,001,121, an increase of 46,162 (.9 percent) over the total for fall, 
1969. This increase may be compared to that of 7,816 (.2 percent) for 
fall, 1969, over the figures reported for fall, 1968. A sharp drop in 
adult enrollments reported in fall, 1970, accounted for the abnormally 
small increase. 


The decrease in graded enrollment in kindergarten and elementary 
grades between fall, 1969, and fall, 1970, was .3 percent, as compared 
with a decrease of .2 percent during the previous year. Enrollments in 
grades nine through twelve increased 2.1 percent as compared with 3.0 
percent for the previous year. The 11.5 percent decrease in enrollments 
in special classes for educable mentally retarded minors reflects the 
required reappraisal of pupils. 


Enrollment in grades seven, eight, and nine in junior high schools 
is reported separately from that in elementary schools and four-year 
high schools in order that the total enrollments in junior high schools 
may be readily computed. 


As of fall, 1970, there were 36,911 elementary school pupils and 
5,082 high school students (including junior high school) or a total of 
41,993 pupils on double sessions. This is a decrease of 16,827 from the 
number of pupils reported for the previous fall.
